be successfully reared on the open air system 
on uncooked food and in the absence of milk, 


ary 
hygiene, dairying, chemistry, botany, horti- 
culture, and farm account keeping, while the 
students have also to take part in the practical 
work of the farm. 

A well-planned farmyard provides accom- 
modation ae 20 milch cows, 91 well-bred Irish 
large white pigs, a considerable number of 
store cattle, and farm horses. There is a 
weli-stocked hay barn, 90 feet ae by 25 feet 
wide, with a lean-to shed the whole length, 
and 17 feet wide. This is used as a granary 
and implement shed. Close to this the food 
preparing machinery is located, the chaff 
cutter, cake breaker, grinder, and crusher 
being worked by a Blackstone 65 h.p. oil 
engine. A Thompson cattle shed, with patent 
feeding racks for store cattle, produces good 
results and economises food and labour. 

Twenty milch cows are kept. These have 
been carefully selected, and their yields range 
from 600 to 700 gallons per annum. @ cow 
this year shows signs of recording a thousand 

allons. The stock bull in use is Athenry 

iamond 2nd, a double dairy sire by Salmon’s 
Diamond ut. of Loobagh Ruth 3rd. Of the 
calves, the best heifers are retained for breed- 
ing purposes, those not required being dis- 
posed of. 

Another successful branch of farming car- 
ried on is pig-breeding. In the well-built con- 
crete pens here there are now 91 pigs. All are 
well-bred specimens of the Irish large white 
breed, which mature so quickly that they can 
be brought up to 20 stone weight at six 
months: old. -Three pigs of one litter when 
weighed at six months old_ turned the scales at 
an average of 19 stones, while a litter of ten 
pigs averaged 16 stones.

The case of the Attorney-General v. 
Moloney and others, in the matter of the 
estate of the late Ellen O’Mahony, widow, 
licensed publican, of Cahir, Co. Tipperary, 
was heard.

By her will, dated 6th August, 1917, the 
late Mrs. O’Mahony appointed Mr. Joseph 
Walsh, draper, of the Square, Cahir, and 
John -Moloney, solicitor’s a clerk, 

, bequeath- 
ing to them in trust her two houses in the 
Square, Cahir; her stock in trade, furniture 
and effects, and all other property of ever 
‘kind, with the exception o's farm of land, 
directing that the property should be sold by 
public auction, at the discretion of her 
trustees, as soon as convenient after her 
decease, and that out of the proceeds, after 
payment of her debts, the sum of £50, which 
she bequeathed for the purpuse; “should be 

aid to the parish priest and curates of the 
man Catholic Parish of Cahir for masses. 
to be equally divided between them. 

After some small legacies, the testatrix 
directed that all the residue after the death 
of her son should be realisgd and applied for 
the benefit of the Roman Catholic poor of 
Cahir, in the discretion of the trustees. She 
further directed: that her farm of land of 
Cloghabreery should be retained and managed 
for the benefit of her son during his life; 
and also directed that on her saqn’s death the 
farm should go to her nephew, William 
Dalton, and any residue or outstanding 
estate not disposed of she gave to her trus- 
teos to be applied for the benefit of the 
deserving Roman Catholic poor of Cahir.

The Prince, by accepting the honour, found 
himself alongside his father, King George, 
who became -Honorary, Brother when he 
visited Hull as the Prince of Wales. So ex- 
clusive is the Guild that only a few are ad- 
mitted to it, and so jealously guarded are its 
rights and privileges that the installation 
cost agin A is performed behind: locked doors, 
with only members of the Guild present. At 
the conclusion of the ceremony the Prince was 
resented with a gold casket, which contained 
is “ Branch,” or certificate, as ‘Honorary 
Brother. . 

Then the Prince took a seven-mile trip up 
the River Humber on one of the ferry 
steamers, and was able to obtain a panoramic 
view of the whole length of docks. Perhaps 
a gave him more genuine pleasure than 
when he stood upon the dais in the centre of 
the Hull Rugby football enelosure, and 
listened to twelve thousand elementary school 
children singing.

This gentleman did not appear 
in the least surprised, and, chatting to a 
Press Association representative, assured him 
that it. could do no harm.  “ It probably 
came in from Jamaica,” he added.

BONA-FIDE MISTAKE. 


THE CLOSE SEASON ON LAKE 
LENE. 


Remarking that it was obvious to him that 
there had been a bona-fide mistake, and that 
he was certain that gentlemen of the type of 
the defendants. who took such an interest in 
fishing, and the preservation of fish, would 
not do anything wilfully contrary to the regu- 
lations, District Justice McCarthy, at Castle- 
pollard District Sessions, dismissed sum- 
monses brought against James Ganly, cattle 
salesman, of Dublin, and George O'Neill, 
Benison. Lodge, Castlepollard, for fishing for 
trout during the close season at Lake Lene 
on the 18th ult. A summons against Chris- 
topher Dobson, Templanstown; for using a 
boat on the same occasion for the purpose of 
fishing, was also dismissed. 

The evidence of Guard Keany, who brought 
the summonses. was that when the defendants 
stepped ashore from a boat which he had 
seen on the lake four hours previously, O’ Neill 
admitted that they had been fishing, and 
said that they had caught only one fish. He 
asked the defendants if they knew that it 
was the close season, and they said that they 
were not aware of the fact. 

In cross-examination, the witness said that 
the defendants were fishing openly. While 
Lake Lene was in the Drogheda area, and 
the close season started on the 15th Sept- 
ember, all the other lakes in the vicinity were 
in the Shannon area, und the close season in 
their case did not start until the Ist October. 
James Ganly stated he. had fished Lake 
Lene with the late Colonel Smythe about 18 
or 20 years ago. He wrote to Captain Smythe, 
of Barbaville House, the owner, for permis- 
sion to fish the lake, and he got a letter 
(produced), dated the 18th September, giving 
him that permission. ‘‘As gentlemen and 
sportsmen.’’ declared the witness. “ we admit 
we were in fault, and we were misled.”’ 
George O’Neill, who mentioned that he had 
been President of Derrvyvarragh Preservation 
Committee for five or six years, said that he 
did not know that the close season had 
arrived for Lake Lene. 

Captain Smythe. Barhavilla House, the 
owner, said that the lake was given by 
Charter. te one of his ancestors in the reign 
of Edward IV. Until Mr. Ganly told him 
about the summons he did not know that the 
close season had started for this lake. 
At the same Court the Justice imposed fines 
of £4 and £1 on Peter Briody and his son, 
John Briody, both of Fore. for using, for the 
purpose of taking trout, an otter and two 
illegal nets. 
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LIVERPOOL BANK RAID. 
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SEVERAL MEN WOUNDED BY 
FLEEING ROBBER. 


The Press Association's Liverpool Cor- 
respondent says:—A young man entered ihe 
District Bank, Liverpool, yesterday, and after 
robbing it got away down Juvenal street. As 
soon as he dashed out of the bank a hue and 
cry was raised. A policeman on point duty 
at the junction of Juvenal street and Cazncau 
street gave chase. After racing along Juvenal 
street for a short distance he was gaining 
ground. when the man turned round and fired 
a revolver at him. The shot was fired at 
point-blank range. but, fortunately, it missed 
the policeman. Then a workman named 
Fieldsend left his work and tcok rp the chase. 
The escaping man had gone down Juvenal 
street about fifty yards, when he again turned 
round and took another aim at the police- 
man. this time hitting him just above the 
shoulder. Two civilians were also shot in 
the North Havmarket. Thev were removed 
to the Royal Infirmary suffering from exten- 
sive injuries. The man. who has been 
arrested, entered the bank between 10.30 and 
11 a.m., and stood against the counter. 
Two of the men who were wounded in the 
chase—Mr. John Stevenson and Mr. Robert 
Vipond—were in a critical condition last 
night. Stevenson was operated on for a 
wound in the head. The condition of two 
other wounded men—Walter Charles Tooby 
and Police Constable Clark—is serious. 


FIRE IN SHIPYARD. 
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BELFAST BRIGAD#’S EARLY 
MORNING CALLS. 

Within twenty minutes of the discovery 
early yesterday morning of a fire in the red 
lead store at Messrs. Workman, Clark and 
Company's North Yard, Belfast, the building 
was completely gutted. Summoned by the 
night watchman, the Fire Brigade managed 
to save the adjoining buildings from the fire.

THE SOSIETY’S OBJECT. . 

Cardinal O'Donnell, who, in opening the 
meeting, was warmly applauded, said that 
the Catholic Truth Society, at its annual 
conference, always brought forward some 
question for discussion in its various bearings, 
and in no previous year was the question 
under consideration more fundamental than this 
year. The Society was founded to aphold 
and spread Catholic truth. As an organisa- 
tion it was well suited to serve other pur- 
poses, notably pilgrimages: but such was not 
its primary purpose, nor was it instituted 
directly for the good of science, for foreign 
missions, or for the authoritative teaching of 
religion. The object of the Society was to 
spread wide Catholic truth, to refute errors 
and misstatements and to take measures for 
its defence in all wisdom and zeal, always in 
unison with the ecclesiastical authorities. That 
evening they were dealing with the defence 
of Catholic truth. There was no such service 
to the human intellect as to store it with the 
truth and save it from error, That service 
the Catholic Church discharged for the mind 
in the most important of al! domains—the 
sphere of religion.

HEALTHY FINANCE. _. 

The finances of the diocese, said his lord- 
ship, are on the whole in a healthy condition. 
The subscriptions paid to pene assess- 
ment for the year amounted to £2,606 10s., 
being an increase of £4 19s. 9d. over the 
previous year. In almost all the parishes, in 
spite of the bad times and agricultural de- 
pression, the people had done their very best, 
and had shown themselves ready to make 
sacrifices on behalf of their Church. But let 
them not forget that financial prosperity is 
not everything. one 

They were too much inclined in the 
Church of Ireland to be satisfied with 
themselves and to pat themselves on 
the hack if they could produce 
a good balance sheet. But it did not follow 
that because their finance was in good order 
that, therefore, all was well with the Church. 
The end, the object and the purpose of the 
Church, that for which it was established. 
was to preach the Gospel of Jesus Christ and 
advance His Kingdom. This is a work, not of 
the clergy only, but of the laity also. 

The amazing thing was how much of the 
best and most successful work for (God's 
Kingdom had been done by quite ordinary 
men and women who had no special qualifi- 
cations, but only a great. love. for their 
Master and a great desire to serve Him, At 
the present time there were considerably 
fewer men and women working in foreign 
fields than there were twenty years ago. He 
was thankful to know that the contribution 
to missionary work from the diocese was £36 
more than it was in the previous year, every 
single parish having made a contribution. 
His Lordship commended missionary work to 
their continued sapport. 
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fhe Consul! fó; Fránee (M. Blanche) 
and the Consul for Belgium (M. Goure)

to save souls.’’ Such should be their tolerance. 
Here in Ireland they might feel that they 
were remote from the flood of unbelief that 
threatened so many lands. But was their 
sense of security so well-founded? It seemed 
unlikely that they could altogether avoid 
contamination from that particular phase of 
the spirit of the age. {ndeed one of the 
principal dangers they had to fear might 
spring from that very feeling of security. 
Strong reaction to that anti-Christian outlook 
was what prudence counselled, if they were 
to avoid being so far being carried otf their 
feet tnat further resistance was useless. 
Each aze had to face the ‘task cf 
defending the Truth in its own way. 
In the Bat hundred years the Church had 
gained more from her moral and intellectual 
prestige than would have resulted from the 
employment of physical force and material 
ressure, It was the duty of individual 
atholics, each to the extent of his capacity, 
to help to increase that prestige. There must 
be propaganda for the truth, readiness and 
ability to refute libel and calumny. The 
Yeause must be won by the Christianity cof 
their conduct and the parity of their doctrine. 
‘And purity of doctrine couid be secured only 
a full and whole-hearted acceptance of all 


& & Church's teaching, by sympathy with 


her in her aims and undertakings as well as 
in her difficulties, and by a full and living 
participation in her spirit. The Church was 
‘their one haven of refuge in the general 
ghipwreck that threatened religious dogma.

THE REPORT.

EVIL LITERATURE. 

. The Very Rev. Canon Lyons, P.P., Ardee, 
in proposing the adoption of the report, said 
that one important work done by the Society 
was the collection and presentation of evidence 
betore the Committee on Evil Literature. The 
Government was engaged—and he thought 
very rightly engaged—in endeavouring to save 
the Irish language in the country; but, im- 
portant though that work was, it was far 
more important that they should save the 
morals of the people. He thought that the 
Society should press the Government to bring 
in early legislation dealing with this subject. 
There was no excuse for the delay, because 
it was not a very contentious matter, and the 
legislation should be speedily carried through. 
. Mr, John Miller, Belfast, in seconding the 
resolution, also referred to the matter of evil 
literature, and said that he hoped that the 
Catholics of Ireland would see that the 
Government did its duty and bring in the 
necessary legislation. 

In declaring the resolution. passed, the 
Chairman said that he hoped that legislation 
would be passed in the near future to stem 
the tide of evil literature. It would be well

THE SERMON. 

In the course of a sermon on 
Rev. M. Sweeny, 0.M.I., said that the value 
of a witness depended upon two things: the 
knowledge that he possessed and the veracity 
of his testimony. When a. witness to am 
event possessed the necessary knowledge and 
was perfectly frank in his testimony, the task 
of arriving at the truth sought was a .cOm- 
paratively easy matter. Such a witness %6 
the truths of Revelations they possessed in 
Christ and in the Church which He founded. 
In Christ was all frankness and veracity— 
“For this was I born, and for this came I 
into the world, that I should give testimony 
ta the truth.” The Almighty God implanted 
in mans nature the first witness to truth, 
enabling him by the natural light of reason to 
rise from earth to the existence of a Supreme 
Being; and the Catholic doctrine of man’s 
natural knowledge of God was clearly defined 
by the Council of the Vatican. Faith, which 
was the acceptance of truth on the authority 
of God’s Word, was the real eye and ear of 
the soul, and the real avenue of true know- 
ledge regarding God and man. 

Man’s perfection on earth consisted in 
knowing and doing the truth. He was made 
to know, love and serve God, and in propor- 
tion as he did these things he was true; 
otherwise he was false—false in his life, false 
in his knowledge, and false in his destiny. 
The Church was Christ’s Ambassador to men, 
and the guardian of the whdle revelation of 
God, and so the “ Pillar and ground of truth.” 
In the Church no error had ever established 
itself, and never could; with an infallible 
hand she guided the activities of every age, 
keeping them within the ambit of the truth. 
In the mighty task she made use of many 


means. 
THE MODERN PRESS. 

The modern Press was a power to influence 
the masses, and when used aright became a 
powerful weapon for the cause of truth; but 
unfortunately the modern Press was very far 
from being used for such a noble cause. It 
must be admitted that there ‘was too. much 
of the gutter Press in their midst, and, what 
was more serious, too many seemed to find 
their delight in masticating its garbage. One 
of the many important works which the 
Catholic Truth Society was doing in their 
midst was endeavouring to turn men’s minds 
to the noble cause of truth by means of the 
Catholic Press. One of the tasks the Society 
had set itself was to get men to think in 
terms of the Ten Commandments. They were 
living in times when there was some loose- 
thinking amongst the masses, with the in- 
evitable result of loose living—too loose for a 
people predominantly Catholic. In the world 
of to-day men’s attitude to the fulness of 
truth was very little changed from the days of 
Pilate: “ They have eyes and see not: ears 
and hear not.’’ 

What answer, he asked, could Catholic 
Truth give to two important problems—the 
abandoned waif and proselytism? Proselytism 
he characterised as robbery without violence, 
and murder without blow “om bleed. ~Were 
they quite content to watch the Faith thief 
and the sou] murderer do their fel] work with- 
out lifting a hand? Again, he asked, had 
they restored the full.»Catholic atmosphere..to 
their Catholic schools? In how many Cathdlic 
schools was the Crucifix stil) locked in the 
cupboard during the hours of secular study? 
Such a policy was the surest means of teach- 
ing the child to divorce religion from its pro- 
fession. Were not the hard facts of one’s 
vocational life the raw materia) out of which 
one’s sanctity must be moulded—‘* Whatsover 
you do, do all to the glory of God.” That 
ane anawer to say difficulties. 2 was 
only by recognising the sovereignty o 
in the individual, ‘in the home, and in the 
nation, that they could give God His due. 
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_ The numbers of Irishmen who. took part 
in that war were very large in proportion to 
our population. I do not believe that there 
is a single family in ail Ireland who had 
‘not some relative fighting ón thé side of the 
Allies, and the proportion of losses was very 
high. In bygone days it was héld. that. an 
Army which had lost ten cent, of its 
numbers. in killed and wounded had suffered 
heavily.

OTHER COUNTRIES. 

It must be remembered also that we mourn 
for the dead of all other countries who took 
part in that hateful war, and notably do. we 
remember those of our old friend France, 
who on that day keeps sacred the memory of 
the million and a half of her sons who.died 
for her in battle. I have already~spoken 
this subject at an gx-Service men’s club 
meeting in Athy. Press reported my 
speech on that occasion, and I regret that 
some words which I used were misinterpreted 
and were given a meaning which [ had not 
intended them to convey. If by those words 
[ hurt the susceptibilities of anyone, 1 must 
freely apologise. In the quarter where ex- 
ception was taken to my words, | am glad. 
to say that I have many old friends—many 
of whom came as the result of common ser- 
vice in a common cause, and I can assure 
them that I had no intention of hurting 
anyone’s feelings.

BRITISH RAILWAY TRAFFIC RECEIPTS 
DOWN. 


Railway statistics for July published by the 
Ministry of Transport show that the receipts 
from passenger train traffic were £1,277,909 
less than in the corresponding month of last 
year, a decrease of 11.7 per cent. The total 
tonnage of freight conveyed was 10,091,615, 
a decrease of 18,411,413, or 64.6 per cent. 
The carriage of coal, coke and patent fuel 
decreased by over 15,000,000 tons. Net 
freightage receipts amounted to £5,311,945, a 
decrease of £4,020,845, or 43.1 per cent.

A sharp fall of 3 points to 70 took place in 
Canadian Northern Income Debentures on 
Tuesday on a rumour to the effect that the 
Canadian Government had insisted upon the 
witdrawal of the offer embodied in the pro- 
visional agreement recently made between the 
representatives of the Canadian National Rail- 
ways and the Stockholders’ Committee on 
behalf of the Debenture-holders. No official 
confirmation of the report could be obtained, 
but, doubtless, the bodies interested will issue 
a statement to the people whom they repre- 
sent if any development of this nature has 
occurred. While it was not believed on the 
Stock Exchange that any decision of this kind 
would affect the Grand Trunk Pacific agree- 
ment, the 4 per cent. Debentures of the Jatter 
came on offer. 


BROKEN HILL BORE. 


An important development is reported at 
North Broken Hill mine. An exploratory 
diamond drill-hole was bored to 1.700 it. and 
the level of the north shaft advanced from 
650 to 490 ft., where the lode was cut. The 
bore was continued in the lode for 27 ft. and 


was still in ore. The shares have advanced 
8s. since the discovery. 


EUROPEAN STEEL TRUST.
